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RUSSIAN  GRAIN  PROCURING  AND  MARKETING 

The  slackening  in  Russian  grain  procuring,  which  was  noted  in 
December  and  attributed  to  lack  of  storage  facilities,  increased  diffi- 
culty of  railroad  transportation  and  snow  and  cold  weather,  was  more 
apparent- in  January,  according  to  cabled  reports  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  G,  C.  Haas  at 
Berlin,    Procuring  during  January  reached  only  75  Per  cent  of  the  amount 
planned.     It  was  well  in  advance  of  January  procurings  from  the  1925 
crop,  however,  and  total  procurings  for  this  season  up  to  February  1 
amounted  to  9.231,000  short  tons  compared  with  6,983,000  up  to  the  same 
time  last  year  and  U, 130,000  the  year  before.    Detailed  figures  by  months 
appear  on  page  220. 

In  South  Russia  the  rate  of  procuring  increased  toward  the  end  of 
January  with  improving  conditions  and  in  anticipation  of  purchases 
by  the  peasants  of  implements  and  live  stock  for  the  new  campaign,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Haas.     In  Siberia  and  Ural,  on  the  other  hand,  an  unfavor- 
able tone  has  been  developing,  which  has  reduced  the  rate  of  procuring  for 
all  of  Russia.     This  situation  is  especially  unfavorable  because  of  the 
grain's  high  moisture  content. 

Stocks  along  the  railroads  in  Siberia,  Ural  and  Kasakstan  on  the 
first  of  February  amounted  to  5^0,000  short  tons  and  were  increasing  even 
with  increasing  efforts    to  provide  transportation.    The  extent  to  which 
these  stosks  are  piling  up  will  be  realized  when  they  are  compared  with 
total  procuring  which  up  to  January  1  amounted  to  867,000  short  tons  in 
Siberia  and  Ural.    In  the  past  2  years  total  procuring  in  Kasakstan  has 
averaged  a  little  over  a  fourth  of  the  total  in  Siberia  and  Ural.  In 
Ural    the  grain  procuring  is  running  about  U5  per  cent  oats  and  it  is  con- 
sidered unlikely  that  the  procuring  plan  for  food  grain  will  be  carried 
out.    Cold  weather  during  January  has  not  been  unfavorable  generally  to 
the  fall  sown  grains,  except  for  some  damage  in  Crimea  and  possible  in 
North  Caucasus  and  Kasakstan  where  the  fields  were  poorly  covered.  The 
Russian  paper  "Isvestia"  stated  on  February  k  that  bad  floods  were  to  be 
expected  in  the  Volga  region  this  spring. 
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WHEAT 
Winter  areas 

An  increase  in  the  Italian  wheat  area  of  nearly  3  per  cent  over 
the  1926  crop  area  as  officially  estimated  hears  out  early  predictions  of 
an  acreage  as  large  as  last  year  .or  larger.     There  has  been  a  drive  inv 
Italy  to  increase  the  wheat  acreage  and  it  is  believed  that  those  efforts 
have  had  some  influence,  although  good  plowing  and  sowing  weather  also 
favored  increased  acreages.     The  Italian,  est  imate  together  with  estimates 
from  a  few  minor  countries  added  to  the  figure  for  countries  previously 
reporting  brings  the 'total  fall  sown  acreage  for  eleven  countries  or 
parts  of  countries,  excluding  Russia,  to  108,343,000  acres,  2.9  per  cent 
greater  than  the  winter  acreage  for  these  countries  for  the  1926  harvest 
when  it  amounted  to  over  45  per  cent. of  the  total  world  wheat  area,  both 
winter  and  spring,,  excluding  Russia  and  China.     See  table,  page  221. 

An  estimate  of  winter  sowings ,..  publi  shed  in  the  issues  of  "Foreign 
Crops  and  Markets"  of  January,  31,  1926  (p. 146)  and  February  7,  1927  (p. 170), 
and  reported  by  cable  from- the. International  Institute  of  Agriculture  as 
pertaining  to  all  Soviet  Russia,  is  set  forth  in  the  Institute's  January 
crop  bulletin  as  referring  only  to  the  Ukraine.     The  Ukraine  is  the  most 
important  winter  wheat  region  in  Soviet  Russia  according  to  official 
Russian  publications.     In  1924,  the  latest  year  for  which  official  esti- 
mates are  available  for  winter  sowings,  the  winter  wheat  area  of  the 
Ukraine  was  5,490,000  acres  compared  with  13,962,000  in  all  Russia.  . 

:•    ■    Production  in  1926 

Revised  estimates  of  production'  of  wheat  recently  received  are  all 
small  and  about  offset  one  another,  leaving  the  estimated  world  total 
practically  unchanged  at  3,441,000,000  bushels.     See  summary  tables,  page

Wheat  exports 

United  States  ••■  •■  "      '  " 

United  States  exports  of  wheat,  including  flour,  to  February  5 
have  amounted  to  161,600,000  bushels  as  compared  with  67,200,000  bushels 
last  year,  and  193,500,000  in  1925. :    The  imports  from  Canada  for  con- 
sumption, duty  paid,  and  into  bonded  mills  for  grinding  into  flour  for 
export  have  been  10,200,000  bushels  this  season,  making  the  net  exports 
since  July  1  nearly  151,500,000  bushels.    Of  the  wheat  exported  in  the 
grain,  73  per  cent  has  gone  to  Europe  this  year  compared  with  only  55  per 
cent  last  year,  the  greatest  increase  being  in  the  countries  other  than 
the  United  Kingdom  and  Italy. 
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Canada 


Shipments  of  wheat  from  the  Western  Division  of  Canada  "by  rail 
continue  to  be  fairly  large, • with  more  than  a  million  bushels  going  out 
from  Fort  William-Port  Arthur  during  the  week  ending  February  4.  Since 
the  close  of  the  Great  Lakes  navigation  this  year  there  have  been  more 
than  16,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  shipped  out  by  rail  as  against  about 
10,000,000  bushels  up  to  the  same  date  last  year. 

Russia 

Russian  exports  of  wheat  through  the  Bosporus  from  August  1  to 
February  4  amounted  to  24,800,000  bushels  as  compared  with  about  14,000,000 
for  the  same  period  last  year.    The  exports  since  early  in  the  season  have 
been  very  regular. 

Southern  Hemisphere 

In  the  Southern  Hemisphere  the  exports  from  Australia  are  still  in- 
creasing, and  the  amount  exported  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  has 
been  about  the  same  as  for  the  last  two  years.    Exports  from  Argentina  are 
about  the  same  as  in  1925,  but  considerably  larger  than  those  of  last 
season  up  to  this  time. 

Notes  on  foreign  markets 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  importations  of  European  coun- 
tries during  the  winter  will  be  fairly  heavy  because  stocks  on  hand  are 
small.    As  North  and  South  America  constitute  the  chief  sources  of  supply 
at  present,  however,  prices  and  expected  to  remain  firm. 

Belgium 

Consular  reports  from  Antwerp  show  that  although  Belgian  wheat 
mills  in  December  were  operating  regularly,  they  purchased  supplies  of 
wheat  sufficient  only  to  fill  their  immediate  requirements.     During  the 
first  week  in  January  the  market  also  continued  calm.     There  was  a  slight 
decline  in  prices  during  the  week,  the  transactions  centering  chiefly  in 
Manitoba  wheat,  though  orders  were  also  booked  for  Kansas  and  for  Russian 
wheat.    Floating  positions  were  not  very  large.     The  dealers  believe  that 
price  levels  will  remain  about  the  same  till  after  the  first  of  March, 
and  will  then  be  determined  largely  by  the  amounts  of  wheat  available  in 
South  America. 

France 

American  consuls  in  France  report  that  the  grain  market  has  been 
fairly  active.    Bordeaux  has  imported  nearly  three  times  as  much  wheat 
from  the  United -States  in  1926  as  in  each  of  the  three  preceding  years, 
the  bulk  of  the  arrivals  coming  in  during  October-December,  when  a  reduc- 
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tion  in  the  tariff  rate  on  foreign,  wheat,  imported  was  in  effect.    In  spite 
of  the  increased,  importations  .-from^the  United  States,,  the  total  imports 
into  Bordeaux  for  1926  were  .  only,  about.  58- per  cent  of  the  268,000  metric  ' 
tons  imported  in  1925.    The  losses  occurred  especially  as  regards  Australia 
Argentina,  and  to  a  smaller  extent  .Canada.  . 

Ne therlands 

Reports  from  Hotterdam  state  that  the  Russian  Soviet  Government 
has  established  a  company. with  limited  liability  which  will  operate  a 
grain  export  business .at  .Rotterdam.     It  is  stated  that  for  several  years 
they  have  been  trying  to- develop  in  the  Netherlands  a  point  for  shipment" 
of  their  grain.     Due  to  the  bad  crop  of  1924  their  shipments  decreased^ "; 
but  in  1925  ans  1926  large  quantities  of  Russian  grain  were  brought  to 
Holland  and  sold  or  transhipped  there  for  export.    Moscow  has  already 
possessed  such  outlets  for  its  grain  in  Hamburg  and  Copenhagen,  but  it  is 
said  that- the  latter  port  has  not  reached  the  expectations  of  the  Soviet 
Government,  while  Rotterdam' s. position  and  excellent  facilities  for  load- 
ing and  discharging  grain  have  been  more  favorable. 

China 

A  consular  report  from  Tientsin,  China,  states  that  flour  sales 
were  fairly  brisk  during  January,  but  that  they  would  decline  considerably 
during  February  on  account  of  .the  Chinese- New  Year.,  February  2.     In  192  6 
nearly  two  and  a  half .  times,  as  much  flour  was  imported  into.  Tientsin  as 
during  1925.     During  the; last  six- months  of  1926  the  exports  of  wheat,  in- 
cluding flour,  from  the  United  States  to  China  as  a  whole  were  1,800,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  less  than  1,000,000  bushels  for  the  last  six 
months  of  1925. 

Wheat  prices 

The  stability  in  wheat  prices  during  the  past  few  weeks  may  be  at-' 
tributed  to  the  sufficient  supplies  in  Argentina  and  America  and  active 
trading  on  the  Canadian  markets.    Millings  of  whea/t  in  the  United  States 
for  November  and  December . have  been  slightly  less  than  the  same  period 
last  year,  causing  no  increased  demand  from,  that  source.    Cash  prices  of 
wheat  on  all  markets  of  the  United  States  for  the  week  ending  February  4 
remained  about  the  same  as  last  week  at  $1.37.     Hard  red  winter  remained 
the  same  also  while  spring  declined  1  cent  and  #2  durum  declined  6  cents. 
Soft  red  winter  made  a.  gain  of  1  cent  over  the  preceding  week.    On  Feb- 
ruary 4  the  spread  between  the  cash  prices  of  wheat  at  Minneapolis  and 
Winnipeg  had  narrowed  to  4  cents  per  bushel. 

During  the  week  ending  February  8  very  little  change  was  made  in 
May  futures  at  the  important  markets  over  the  preceding  week.    Chicago  end 
Minneapolis  May  wheat  advanced  a  fraction  of  a  cent  while,  Liverpool  May 
declined  a  fraction,  and  with  Winnipeg  and  Kansas  City  May  futures 
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remaining  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  week.     July  futures,  however, 
advanced  better  than  2  cents  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City  as  compared  with 
the  preceding  week's  prices.     Minneapolis  and  Winnipeg  July  futures  ad- 
vanced 1  3/4  and  3/8  cents,  respectively,  while  Liverpool  July  declined 
1/4  of  a  cent. 

■  RYE 

The  winter  rye  acreage  reported  for  9  countries  or  parts  of  coun- 
tries, excluding  Russia,  amounts  to  19,332,000  acres,  which  is  2.6  per 
cent  "below  the  estimated  area'  in  the  same  territory  for  the  1926  harvest 
when  those  countries  accounted  for  43.6  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world 
total  rye  area  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.     As  in  the  case  of  wheat, 
the  rye  winter  acreage  figure  appearing  in  the  2  preceding  issues  of  "3Fo 
eign  Crops  and-Markets"  refers  to  the  Ukraine  rather  than  to  all  Russia. 
No  outstanding  variations  are  noted  in  the  estimated  world  total  pro- 
duction of  rye  for  1926,  excluding  Russia  and  China,  which  is  put  at 
817,000,000  bushels.     See  tables,  pages  221  and  222. 

FEED  GRAINS 

World  feed  grain  production  in  1926.  according  to  present  reports 
is  below  the  exceptionally  good  year  experienced  in  I92o  which  was  the 

biggest  feed  grain  year  on  record.     The  1926  figures,  however,  are  above 

1924,  and  above  the  average  production  for  the  period  1921  to  1925.  See 

table  below.     As  far  as  the  world  situation  is  concerned,   the  reduction 

compared  with  last  year  is  about  the  same  for  each  of  the  three  crops, 

being  about  5  or  6  per  cent  below  1925  in  each  case.

.  The  distribution  of  the  total  feed  crop  "between  the  various  conti- 
nents as  shown  In  the  summary  table  above  and  the  detailed  tables  on  pages 
201  to  220  bear  out  early  indications  of  small  crops  in  the  United  States 
but  good  crops  in  Europe  as  compared  with  both  1925  and  with  the  average 
for  the  past  five  years.     In  Europe  the  increase  is  accounted  for  by  larger 
corn  and  oats  crops.     The  barley  crop,  which  is  used. partly  for  malting,  is 
smaller  than  in  1925  although  still  above  the  post-wax  average.  Potatoes 
are  used  in  Europe  more  or  less  as  feed,  particularly  in'  northern  Europe 
where  potato  production  is  heavy.     If  the  total  potato  crop  is  considered 
as  being  used  for  feed,  the  European  feed  supply  this  year  might  be 
slightly  below  1925,  although  above  the.  average.     However,  only  poorer 
grades  are  fed  to  stock  and,  in  some  countries-  at  least,  a  potato  shortage 
has  been  felt,  especially  in' the  better  varieties  used  for  food.     The  fig- 
ures used  include  estimates  for  between  82  and  97. per -cent  of  the  tota* 
world  potato  crop  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  82  per  cent  for  barley, 
84  per  cent  for  corn  and  97  per  cent  for  oats. 

The  Argentine  corn  crop  and  the  Indian  corn  and  barley  crops  are 
the  most  important  ones  aside  from  Russian  grains,  for  which  no  estimates 
have  been  received.     Uo  indication  is  available  as  to  the  size  of  the  feed 
grain  crops  in  India.     Corn  and  barley  are' less  important  as  feed  grains 
in  India,  however,  than  in  most  countries,  being  supplemented  by  millet 
and  other  crops.     Russian  government  procuring  for  deficit  producing 
regions  and  for  export  for  the  three  feed  grains  has  been  somewhat  greater 
this  year  than  last.     The . increase  has  been  mostly  in  oats  which  is  used 
mostly  for  domestic  consumption.     Eor  the  period  up  to  January  1,  procure- 
ment of  barley,  which  enters  more  into  foreign  trade,  is  less  than  six- 
tenths,  of  procurement  from  the  1925  crop.     Corn  procurings  have  about 
doubled  but  corn  production  in  Russia  is  of  much  less  importance  than  oats 
or  barley.

Record  Argentine,  corn  acreage 


The  first  estimate  of  the  Argentine  corn  acreage  for  the  1927  har- 
vest is  the  record  figure  of  10,650,000  acres  according  to  a  cable  from 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.     This  estimate  is  only  slightly 
larger  than  the  1925-26  estimate  of  10,618,000  acres.     Estimates  of  corn 
area  for  the  past  6  years  are  given  below  including  the  new  one  just  re- 
ceived. 
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Growing  conditions  were  excellent  for  corn  in  Argentina  up  to  the 
first  of  January,  according  to  reports  from  the  United  States  Y/eather 
Bureau.     By  that  time  the  early  crop  should  have  been  nearly  assured.  Dry 
weather  which,  has  prevailed  since  the  first  of  the  year  may  adversely  af- 
fect the  late  crop,  and  may  also  affect  the  early  crop  but  to  a  much 
smaller  degree.

COTTON 

Cotton  growers  in  the  Matamoros  district  of  Mexico  are  planting  a 
crop  which  they  believe  will  yield  for  next  season's  harvest  twice  as 
much  as  this  season's  crop,  according  to  a  report  received  from  Consul 
Lewis  at  Mexico  City.     This  increase  is  being  planned  despite  the  acute 
distress  which  Mexican  cotton  growers  have  experienced  this  season  because 
of  their  inability  to  dispose  of  their  cotton  at  a  profit.     On  the  other 
hand,  cotton  growers  in  the  Laguna  District  have  determined  to  restrict 
production,  devoting  a  large  part  of  this  season's  cotton  area  to  wheat. 
The  latest  bulletin  of  the  Mexican  Department  of  Agriculture  states  that 
the  area  now  being  planted  to  wheat  for  next  season's  harvest  in  the  La- 
guna district  will  become  200  per  cent  more  than  for  this  season.  During 
the  past  season  the  Matamoros  district  produced  about  12,000  bales  of 
cotton  while  the  Lagana  district  produced  about  200,000  bales.  See 
world  production  table,  page  225. 


SUGAR 

The  third  estimate  of  the  acreage  sown  to  sugar  cane  in  India  for 
the  1926-27  season  is  placed  at  3,259,000  acres,  which  is  the  largest 
acreage  on  record  for  India,  according  to  a  cable  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri-  ' 
culture.     This  figure  indicates  an  increase  of  23  per  cent  over  last 
year's  acreage  and  is  12  per  cent  greater  than  that  of  1923-24,  the  largest 
acreage  reported  in  previous  years.     India  produced  3,274,000  short  tons 
of  raw  sugar  (gur)  during  the  1925-25  season.     -ith  the  indicated  increase 
in  acreage  and  in  case  average  conditions  prevail,  a  crop  considerably 
above  that  of  last  vear  may  be  expected.     Tor  world  production  data,  see

cabled  "by  E.  A.  Foley,  .  American,  agricultural  commissioner  at  London.  The 
January  figure  was  3,360,000  pounds  under  December,  but- -9 -,000*000  greater 
than  the  imports  of  January  1926.

MORE  LAMBS  IN  NEW  ZEALAND :     Total  lamb  production  in  New  Zealand  for 
1926  reached  11,795,000  head,  according  to  the  preliminary  official  estimate. 
That  figure  is  3  per  cent  above  the  official  1925  preliminary  estimate  of 
11,300,000  head.     The  final  cotuit  of  lambs  tailed  in  1925  was  11,^36,000  head. 
The  percentage  of  lambs  to  ewes  mated  for  1926  is  placed  by  official  inspectors 
at  SU.57  per  cent  against  S2.k^  per  cent  for  1925.     The  "Pastoral  Review"  of 
December  16,  1926  reported  an  abundance  of  feed,  although  somewhat  lacking  in 
fattening  value.     The  summer  (December-February)  began  with  rather  excessive 
rainfall  and  more  seasonal  weather  would  improve  the  situation.     See  table, ^ge/ 

BETTER  DEMAND  AT  BRADFORD  FOR  WOOL  GOODS:     The  most  satisfactory  feature 
of  the  Bradford  wool  industry  the  last  of  January  was  the  slight  increase  in 
demand  for  finished  products,  according  to  Consul  Thompson.  Distributors  of 
fabrics  have  apparently  been  impressed  not  only  by  the  reasonable  level  and  the 
stability  of  prices  but  also  by  the  evidence  that  values  are  safe.     They  are 
thus  placing  orders  with  a  good  deal  more  freedom  than  hitherto,  in  the  con- 
fidence that  the  wool  trade  has  emerged  from  the  influence  of  violent  fluctua- 
tions,    quotations  on  50's  tops  advanced  about  20  per  pound,  for  the  week 
ending  January  22,  over  the  previous  week,  and  yarn  spinners  booked  a  fair 
amount  of  new  business  both  on  domestic  and  export  account.     Consequently  ycur 
quotations  were  firmer.     There  was  a  good  inquiry  from  the  Continent  for  medium 
and  low  crossbred  yarns,  but  buyers  showed  reluctance  to  pay  current  prices. 


DOMESTIC  BUTTER  PRICES  ATTRACT  IMPORTS 

The  Copenhagen  official  quotation  on  February  10  at  the  equivalent 
of  33.7  cents  was  lower  than  New  York  quotations  on  32  score  butter  by  a 
margin  just  less  than  the  12  cent  import  duty,  while  New  Zealand  finest  in 
London  at  38  cents  was  13  cents  under  New  York.     The  London  market  was  re- 
ported quiet  and  prices  were  little  changed  from  the  previous  week.  With 
domestic  prices  steady  at  around  51  cents  and  stocks  comparatively  low,  it 
is  reported  from  the  New  York  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Fxonomics 
that  16,000  boxes  (896,000  pounds)  of  New  Zealand  butter  is  expected  to  be 
unloaded  by  the  12th  of  the  month.     Shipments  afloat  on  February  5  were: 
19,936,000  pounds  from  New  Zealand;  7,723,000  pounds  from  Australia;  and 
3,976,000  pounds  from  Argentina.     See  price  quotations,  page   227  , 
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FRUIT,     VEGETABLES    AID  NUTS 


THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET :'    The  British  market  for  American  apples 
during  the  past  we-^k  was  characterized  by  an  active  demand  for  yellow 
"barreled  varieties  but  a.  slow  to  moderate  demand  for  most  of  the  red  var- 
ieties, according  to  quotations  cabled  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Depart- 
ment's Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.     One  .of 'the  outstanding  features  of  the 
auction  in  Liverpool  on  Wednesday,  February  9»  T;as  "the  slow  demand  regis- 
tered for  the  unusually  heavy  supplies  of  Virginia  York  Imperials.  New 
York  Rhode  Island  C-reenings  and  Baldwins  and  Massachusetts  Baldwins,  on 
the  other  hand,  were  keenly  competed  for. 

In  general,  it  can  be  said  that  there  is  a  good  demand  in  British 
markets  for  high  class. fruit  from  both  the  box  and  barrel  . apple  states. 
Much  of  the  fruit  offered  during  the  past  week,  however,  was  in  an  un- 
satisfactory condition.     This  was  particularly  true  of  the  Virginia  York 
Imperials  and  S&ayman  Y'inesaps.     There  was  a  good  demand  on  the  auction 
for  barreled  Winesaps  from  Virginia  but  only  light  supplies  were  avail- 
able.    The  demand  for  Washington,  Winesaps  was  active.     Supplies  of  the 
latter  variety  were  moderate,  Extra  Fancy  fruit,  sizes  l63/i75.  ranging 
from  S2.92  to  $3.l6  per  box,  as  against  $3. Hi  to  #3.1+7  last  week.  Span- 
ish oranges  were  in  light  supply  but  the. quality  of  the  fruit  offered  was 
good.  . 

THE  COPENHAGEN  APPLE  MARKET:     Prices  received  for  American  apples 
at  the  Copenhagen  auction  on  Thursday,  February  10,   show  a  distinct  up- 
ward-tendency in  the  market  for  both  boxed. and  barreled  varieties,  ac- 
cording to  a  cable  received  from  Mr.,  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department  's  Fruit 
Specialist  in  Europe.     Compared  with  prices  paid  on  the  Liverpool  auction 
of  February  9,  Copenhagen  prices  were  from  $1.00  to  over  $2.00  per  barrel 
higher.     Supplies  are  moderate  and  there  is  an  active  demand  for  high 
grade  fruit. 

ARGENTINE  GRAPEFRUIT:     Grapefruit  is  produced  in  the  north  of  Argen- 
tina which  is  claimed  to  be  not  only  equal  in  quality  to  that  of  the  United 
States  but  in  some  respocts  superior ,  ..according  to  an,  Argentine  trade  journal. 
Although  the  skin  is  darker,  it  is  thinnner  than  that  of  the  United  States 
fruit  and  though  smaller,   the  fruit  is  said  to  be  more  juicy.     In  many  parts 
of  the  Republic  the  fruit  is  almost  unknown,  but  there  is  some  interest  in  the 
export  trade  and  small  consignments  of  grapefruit  have  already  been  sent  to 
London.     To  give  the  planters  scientific  aid,  a  railway  company  has  purchased 
1,000  acres  of  land  to  be  planted  with  oranges  and  grapefruit  under  super- 
vision of  an  expert  secured  from  California.     The  new  plantations  will  take 
some  years  to  come  into  bearing.
